Thank you for your letter dated 14 February 2005. Please note that my address is the "Patent 
Departn»nt" and not "Pension Fund" for future conmninications. 

Thank you for clarifying the sihiation with respect to the late Mr McLeish and his wife. 
NataKe Thank you also for sending a copy of the interim death certificate. As you will 
appreciate, this is a very complex sihiation and both statute and case law are relaUvely silent 
on the best way to proceed. 

As I explained in my earUer letter dated 8 February, there are two types of documents which 
reauirethe signature of the Personal Representative of the lale Mr McLeish. I understand 
^m your letteTthat it had been assumed that all of Mr McLeish's estate would pass 
autoiMticaUytohiswife,NataUe. However, as Mr McLeish was holding on tru^ the 
InteUectual Property that had arisen through his en:q>loyment at Pure Reahsation Limited, I 
believe it would be in the interests of both Mr McLeish's estate and his wife's estate to ensure 
that a Personal Representative is appointed for Mr McLeish's estate so that these matters can 
be dealt with. I would consider it most appropriate, given that you are deahng with these 
matters on behalf of Mr McLeish's femily and, presumably his wife's femily, if you were to 
^ly to become the Personal Representative. 

The first tvpe of matter that requires the signature of Mr McLeish's Personal Representative is 
the signature ofOaths for the United States ofAmerica Patent Office declar^ 
McLdSh was the inventor or designer for the invention or design concerned. In the United 
States of America only the inventor or designer may make an appUcation for the registr^n 
of an Intellecttial Property right. The United States law makes it clear that in thetsase of a 
designer or inventor dying before the appUcation is made then only the Personal 
Rei^sentative or legal representative of that designer or inventor may make the apphcation. 
It would not be possible for Reckitt Benckiser or Pure Reahsation to make such an 
{plication.

There is also a second matter that requires the signature of Mr McLeish»s Personal 
Reoresentative Reckitt Benckiser have ^Ued for various design and patent ^pU<^ions 
wtere Mr McLeish was a co-inventor. In those appUcations we stated, as is required ^ law. 
that Mr McLeish was an inventor and at some point during the prosecution of the appUcation 
we n^ed to prove to various Patent Offices that we have the right to make the ^hcation 
hecause of the agreement we had with Mr McLeish through Pure Realisation Ltd. Intheory 
v^could suppl^ paper trail including the agreement between Pure Realisation and Reckitt 
BtenckiserandieagreementbetweenAndrewMcLeishandPureRealisationLtdwhich 

would explain that the InteUectual Property was effectively held on trust by Mr McLeish for 
Reckitt Benckiser. However, it is generaUy much simpler if we can get the mv^rtor to s^ 
an Assignment stating that the Intellectual Property has been directly transferred to Reckitt 
BenckiS^ the equitable owners of the Intellectual Property. In a situation where the mventor 
has died prior to this assignment it is much simpler for all parties if the Personal 
RepreseiLtive sigm this Assignment, and this is accepted by aU Patent OflBces around ti« 

world atong with a copy of the death certificate. 

Insummary I think the best way forward would be for you to ^ly to become the Personal 
Representative of Mr McLeish's estate, explaining the reasons for tte need for probate 
because of the InteUectual Property which is held on trust by Mr McLeish's^state on behalf 
of Reckitt Benckiser. Once probate has been granted you would then be able to make tte 
assignments necessary and to sign tte oaths necessary for tte continued prosecution of tte 
relevant intellectual Property. 

Please do not tesitate to contact me by teleptene if you feel that tte situation is not clear and 
we need to discuss tte matters farther. This is not a situatwn that I have had to deal with 
previously and I am open to any telpfiil suggestfons as to tew best to sort out this matter as 
discreet^ as possible.

I acknowledge receipt of your letter dated the 8* February and note what you say 
therein. 

I confirm that I have discussed the situation with Andrew Baradough who I am 
pleased to advise you does not appear to dispute that Reckitt Benckiser are entitled 
to assignments In respect of Intellectual property arising out of matters 
commissioned by the company. However I assume from the contents of your letter 
that the initial registrations were not in the name of Pure Realisation Limited but in 
the name of Andrew McLelsh personally. The difficulties that have arisen in this case 
are that Andrew died In testate having not made a Will. His immediate next of kin 
and sole beneficiar/ was his wife Natalie who unfortunately died In the same disaster 
however Natalie being younger than Andrew was deemed to have died after him. 
Unfortunately Natalie's body has not yet been found and identified and therefore no 
death certificate has been issued and no grant can be obtained In respect of her 
estate It Is likely that a period of at least six months will need to have elapsed 
before and Interim certificate can be obtained on the basis of her missing, presumed 
dead. 

In the circumstances there is no personal represent|tiye in respect of Andrew^s 
estate capable of signing any Deeds of Assignment ^maybe necessary. I am not 
certain as to whether or not such a deed could be executed by Andrew Baraclough 
on behalf of the company Pure Realisations Limited. 
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I look forward to hearing from you with your views on the situation as soon as 
possible.

FoUowing our coaversation on 7 February 2005 concerning the late An^ 
writing to give you details of the business dealings that we had with Mr McLeish throu^ 
PuieRealisation Design Agency, and to explain how we need the assistance of the Legal 
Representative of the late Mr McLeish in order to deal v*rith certain patent and design 
plications vwhich are currently pending. 

First of all I should cxpledn that Mr McLeish and Pure Realisation Design Agency were 
bound by a confidentiality agreement. The matters I will be askmg you to deal with concern 
commercially sensitive inventions and designs and I must ask you to keep these strartly 
confidential to RfiddttBenckiser or Pure Realisation Limited. Of course, you a^^ 
discuss the matters with Andrew Barraclough or other en5>loyees at Pure Reahsation Lmuted 
in order to took after the interests of Mr McLeish's estate. 

My understanding of the situation is that Mr McLeish used to work for Reckitt Benckiser, 
then left to set up a design agency. Pure Realisation Limited, with Ai^ Barracloi^ Mr 
McLeish maintained good relations with his ex-coUeagues at Reckitt Benckisw and Reckitt 
Benckiser became one of the design agency's major customere. The relationship was a feirly 
straightforward one, as it common between muhi-nationals such as Reckitt Bencldser^and 
deSTagencies. Reckitt Benckiser wouW supply the design agency with a hnef for the 
desim 3 a new product and the design agency, in particular Mr McLeish, would come up 
with ideas and designs which he wouW submit to the company and m return Reckitt 
Benckiser paid a fee. 

This agency work was subject to an agreement dated 17 September 2003 between R«ckitt 
Benckiser Corporate Services Limited and Pure Realisation Limited. A copy of this 
agreement is enclosed with this letter. Paragraph 1 1 of this agreement deals wifli Intellectual 
Ftoperty and you will see at paragraph 11.2.1 that the agency assigns, vwth foU title guarantee, 
to Rwddtt Benckiser. aU right, title and mterest it has in any work which may benefit ftom the 
protection of copyright, design right and other Intellectual Property rights. You wjU dteo see 
5iat at paragi^h 1 1.2.2 the agency agrees to do all things necessary to vest all right, title and 

interest in the work to Reckitt Benckiser, at Reckitt Benckiser's expense. 



I deal with the registration of patent and designs for Reckitt Benck^er. In the normal course 
nf ^^i^and design rSration appUcations are filed, notifying the naines of the 
^v^^ KTout an^or^ assignment of the Intellectual Property firom Ae mventor or 
d^So^wHcant Company. This is normally s,q>pUed at a later date m^fonn of an 

SSemployees of Reckitt Benckiser. or have agreed already to assign tteir faleUectual 
Property ridbcte to Reckitt Benckiser in an agreement, such as the one enclosed, the 
assi^irnent document is normally for a nominal consideration such as £1. 

Mr McLeish vsras heavily involved in a number of projects for Reckitt Benckiser and is Ae 
,'^^v^ororjoifltdiigner on around 28 separate cases. For each of these cases .^us 
s^^^Lnente are required from the inventors for each of the countri^ where we JMe a 
^SSon or a registered design application. This may be from 10 to 15 countri^ for 
^particular, for ^Ucations in the United States of America, only Ae mventor or 
^^may^ean^puS,nforapatentoranmveirtu,nund«^^^^ For 
^^Uc^ons we will need the Legal Representative of Mr McLeish's estate to sign an 
oath declaring that he was the inventor or designer in the case concerned. 

I ^wdll be happy to prepare all the documents that are needed for signature ai^ send these to 
you as andwhen necessary over the next two to three y^ ^ the ^ for ^'^ff^, 
Sses Please discuss these matters wiU Andrew Barraclough and Pure ReahsationLumted to
